1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Gregory S. Cooper on 3/29/2005. 

3. The application has been amended as follows: 

a. The phrase, "longitudinal axis between the first" in line 9 of amended 
claim 18, is changed to, longitudinal axis between a first". 

b. Claims 24, 26, 27 and 30 are cancelled. 

c. Claim 23 is amended to read: 

i. A swing-arm clamp comprising: 
a body; 

a piston assembly disposed in the body and movable longitudinally 
with respect to the body; 

a cam member having a camming surface disposed therein being 
in communication with the piston assembly to cause movement of 
the piston assembly askew of its longitudinal movement; and 
a base attached to the cam member; 
wherein the base is selectively movable to affect the askew 
movement of the piston assembly; 
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the base comprises a lock that will selectively maintain the base at 
a desired position; 

the base is located in a bore disposed in the body; and 

the base comprises a threaded periphery that is engagable with a 

corresponding threaded periphery of the bore. 

d. Claim 25 is amended to be dependent on claim 23. 

e. Claim 28 is amended to be dependent on claim 23. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The art of 
record (considered as a whole) neither anticipates nor renders obvious a swing arm 
clamp with a body, a locating member, located exterior of the body, that engages a 
guide when the arm is in a first position and separates from the guide when the arm is in 
a second position or a swing arm clamp with a body with a base that is selectively 
movable to affect the askew movement of a piston assembly, wherein the base 
comprises a lock to selectively maintain the base in a desired position, the base is 
located in a bore disposed in the body and the base comprises a threaded periphery 
that is engagable with a corresponding threaded periphery of the bore together in 
combination with the rest of the claimed limitations set forth in the independent claim.
